Macleod Is Prosperous 
No town in the West has suffer- 
i more from adverse circumstances 
(and eventually won out) than the 
Mtt which came 


te town of Macleod, 
into being as first far-Western head- 
quarters of the Mounted Police. Five 
the town was 
hopelessly in debt. There 
new industries 

cumbered 
ran at a deficit, schools which could 
searcely be financed by the taxes of 
the few ratepayers, the council took 
over a herculean task. But as all 
were established citizens, they set 
to work to try to bring about a sur- 
plus instead of a deficit. 

It took years of arduous effort on 
the part of the mayor and council, 
but on Dec. 31, the treasurer’s re- 
port allowed a balance on hand of 
slightly over $67,000.00, while the 
tax rate has been reduced by 45 per 
cent. and the electric light and water 
by approximately 25 per cent, The 
hospital, from being an encumbrance 
has emerged to be a paying institu- 
tion, With the lower assessment 
people have purchased their own 
houses, and have become ratepayers 
Main Street property has changed 
hands, and what use to be idle, 
vacant lots, have now become 
revenue-preducing. 

Old houses on the outskirts of the 
town were given to would-be tax- 
payers, together with a lot on which 
to put them, on the contract that 
they would be moved, renovated and 
modernly improved at the owners’ 
expense. Many vacant lots in the 
centre of the town were thus con- 
verted into homes which bring the 
monthly revenue of light and water 
and the yearly revenue of taxes. 

Erect Citadel 

The Salvation Army tere down an 
old concrete rooming house, and 
erected a fine citadel, with house 
for officers, 

Two large up-to-date garages and 
filling stations occupy vacant corn- 
ers or take the place of tumble-down 
buildings. Sid Baker, a veteran 
was given ’a lot at a small price on 
Main where he erected a new brick 
store. A. T. Leather, who was on 
the council during the first four 
years, and to whose enterprise and 
foresight, the town owes a great 
deal, built two new brick stores. The 
vacant Hudson's Bay building has 
been rented, and a beautiful dance 
hall was constructed upstairs 
Couillard and Lush enlarged their 
place of business, and a number of 
new businesses have been establish- 
ed, 

The Historical Society erected a 
historic cairn. The girls of the 
Scarlet and Gold, an up-to-date, and 
artistic band stand, The vacant 
Police Barracks was transformed in- 
to a Tourist Camp. 

For the year, over eighty-five per 
cent. of the taxes are paid ur 
Ratepayers have almost doubled 
The hospital is out of debt. The 
schools are not a heavy burden, and 
there is reason to expect that the 
taxes will be further reduced by 
approximately 50 per cent., and the 
water and light to 32 per cent. of 
their former rate. 

Though Macleod was not free 
from the slight financial depression 
of the rest of the West, business har 
been more than fair, and people have 
prospered and experienced the con- 
tentment which comes with prosper- 
ity.

Chester Arthur, 51 years, Peigan 
Ind.an agent here, passed away just 
before 4 o'clock Friday morning, 
Feb. Ist. Death was due to cerebro 
spinal meningitis following an at- 
tack of ’flu which settled in the ear. 
Tuesday evening an operation was 
performed on Mr. Arthur's ear, but 
this gave him only temporary relief.
